COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 


The Commissioners brought in the 
following report: 

1. The bridge over Waskusoo Creek 
on Ross Street is getting dangerous, 
and should be closed to traffic. ® We 
have asked Engineer Dawe to prepare 
plans and estimates for 8 bridge, 
using as much material from the Ce- 
ment Builders: property as_ possible, 
and hope to have his report to sub- 
mit to this meeting. 

2. The weeds and grass have been 
cut on most of the  boulevarded 
streets, and the spruce trees sprayed 
to stop the ravages of the red spider, 
which infected most of the _ trees. 
Gravel is being used to fill holes on 
the main streets and this work will 
be continued. We are considering 
trying crude ofl to kill grass and 
weeds on the streets. 

3. The two German guns_ received 
from Ottawa last week have been 
placed on the City Square. We are 
taking up with Ottawa the question 
of getting some maching guns and 
other trophies later on. 

4. The C.N. Ry. grade on 5th St. 
North has been levelled for use until 
steel is laid when it will be perman- 
ently fixed with a level crossing. 

5. The plank walk leading to West 
Park is dangerous. We recommend 
that it be taken up. 7 

6. We will have the sewers flushed 
shortly and the sewer outlet fixed up 
as the river lowers. The waterworks 
intake is not causing any trouble at 
present.

| recovered belonged to the great silent 


army of the unknown, thelr secret of 
identity, being buried in. churned-up 
ground and pitted shell-holes. There 


was a.peculiar pathos in the search 
over the stricken plain for their bur- 
fed comrades, and as they discovered 
them one: by one the canvas covered 
remains were laid reverently side by 
side to await “burial in the official 
graveyard ~ Every item of identity 
was gathered together, forming a 
wealth of information to those who 
had only received a paltry note re- 
porting “missing.” Of course these 
missives sent by the war office will 
always be cherished, but, how vague 
they are—how. vague. So they gath- 
ered together the disc, tied to the dead 
man’s body, its lettering as clear as 
when cut and complete as when first 
donned. On most of the recovered 
bodies there was the inevitable wrist 
watch, given by comrades in civil life 
or friends or relatives when the war- 
rior joined up. On some they found

But there is resurrection in another 
sense and of a more intense degree. 
For among those who make® search 
for missing men -are some very old 


soldiers who have become adept- at 


discovery by noting significant feat- 
ures of the ground, and their labor is 
rewarded in such a way as to warm 
many an aching heart. 

This is the story I want to tell, and 
the incident that speaks of resurrec- 
tion indeed. Among the searchers 
one day was a father and son who had 
been told off by the D.G.R.E. for re- 
search work. These two in the lab- 
our battalion began their work with 
a zest that spoke of a determination 
to de a last bit for the boys. Dog- 
gedly with rough reverence they 
worked in the last labour of love. 
It was just north of Cambrai where

not disaster, of joy not sorrow, and 
the resurrection had come to them 
both in a deep reality in the findnig 
of their relative. 

So we are all still learning that 
those outstanding paradoxes are true 
tna? to find we must lose, to sérve we 
must suffer, to live we must needs die. 
Moreover, in all this we are begin- 
ning to realise resurrection power 
while others rest in peace.

“RIOTING IN, BELFAST 


Belfast, July 23,—Brother Michael 
Morgan, a _ redemptorist, was shot 
dead .tonight in Clonard monastery, 
Falls Road, during the course of a 
serious engagement between rioters 
and troops. Two others were Killed, 
William Downey and William Goden- 
rey.. The velief is*held that Brother 
Morgan was the victim of stray bu'- 
lets, Late this evening there was 
renewed outbreaks of rioting. . The 
attacks..against the military were of 
a*formidable character, and many 
were {njured by stones and other mis- 
siles. 

The rioters grew increasingly men- 
acing, and after a warning, the troops 
fired, with the result that three per- 
sons were ‘killed and fully a dozen 
wounded, some of them seriously. 
Jones. Conn was shot through the 


jlungs and ‘was‘operated upon imme- 


diately at the hospital. There was 
serious rioting ‘at Bpipbridge, the 
home of Col. Smythe, who was assass- 
inated a few days ago. The offices of 
a ‘news agency were set afire,- petrol 
being obtained for this purpose from 
Passing automobiles, and destroyed. 

A majority of the employees of the 
Bainbridge factories today demanded 
the expulsion of the Sinn Fein work- 
ers, the manafement in each case 
being obliged to close down the works. 

NINE KILUED IN RIOTING. 

Up to about eleven o’clock tonight 
nine persons had been killed in the 
rioting and scores wounded. The fir. 
ing was renewed at 10.30 in the 
neighborhood of Clonard monastery. 
Earlier in the evening a spirit dealer 
in the Ballymacarrett district, believ- 
ing that a mob was about to attack 
his premises, fired a number of shots 
and wounded four civilians. He was 
seized and beaten and eventually sent 
to the hospital. 

Albert MacAuley was shot dead by 
soldiers in Cromack square.

CHAUTAUQUA. 


The Chautauqua is the one distinc- 
tively original institution which this 
country possesses. It is the natural 
growth of an entertainment created by 
the ‘taste of the people—the town 
meeting where great men of the day 
can expound their vigorous philoso- 
phies, for the Chautauqua is just a 
town meeting of a new kind. In no 
other institution is so clearly epito- 
mized the true democracy. In no 
other gathering do the pepole of a 
town so nearly lose the distinction of 
caste and class ‘and become as _ one. 
It is an institution which rejuvenates 
our democracy—where the millionaire 
and the laborer may meet on a com- 
mon ground of interest in the worth 
while things of life. 

Ida M. Tarbell, who was through 
Western Canada a few months ago, 
says: “One of the best institutions in 
this country is the Chautauqua sum- 
mer platform. Certainly in the stress 
of these times it should be preserved 
if any institution is to. be preserved. 
It does a variety of things that we 
have great need should be done now. 
It brings a fresh element into the 
social life of the town—a very desir- 
able thing, particularly in the smaller 
communities. It will give stimulat- 
ing ideas about the great questions 
that the country must understand and 
study. Everything now depends upon 
the country keeping its mind active 
and inspiring people to full co-opera- 
tion. The Chautauqua platform will 
do this in a wonderfully direct way. 
Every community ought to be willing 
to sacrifice, if necessary, to keep 
Chautauqua,alive in the community.” 

Judge Ben Lindsay, of Juvenile 
Court fame, says: “The Chautauqua 
is this continent’s fourth great insti- 
tution. The other three are the 
Church, the Home, and the School.”

Choice 
cows will bring up to $10, and good 
killers $8 to $9. There is a good sale 
for all the veal calves offered. Stocker 
steers are quoted from $6 to $8, and 
feeders $8 to $9.50; stocker heifers $6 
to $7; stocker cows, $4 to $6.50. .There 
is a ready sale for all the stocker 
heifers and this trade is likely to be 
hez.vier as the season advances and 
buyir: commenges under the Cow 
bill.

THE NEWS WEEKLY SERMO 


By Rev. G. D. Armstrong . 


And he sald, So Is the Kingdom of 
God, as-if a man should cast seed into 
the ground; and should sleep and 
tise night and day, and the seed 
should spring and grow up, he know- 
eth not how, For the earth bringeth 
forth fruit of herself; first the blade, 
then the ear, after that the full corn 
In the ear. But when the fruit is 
brought forth immediately he putteth 
in the sickle, because the harvest is 
come.—Mark IV. 26-30. 


God hides Himself in the universe 
and its mysteries are known only to 
the initiated. Jesus embodied the 
truth of His teaching in parables and 
only those who were truly his discipl- 
es were able to see life from His view- 
point or to have the mysteries of His 
teaching made clear to them. The 
unthinking multitude saw only the 
husks of His teaching; they did not 


| discover the kernel of truth concealed 


in it. 

This difference between the relation 
of Jesus to the multitude and to the 
disciples as shown in this chapter, was 
not due to any arbitrary selection up- 
on the part of the Master, but to real 
differences in the lives of the people 
themselves. 

The world we live in is the reflex of 
the world within ourselves. What we 
are in ourselves; the capacity we 
bring to the tasks of life; the insight 
we possess, determine what we shall 
discover in the world about us. Per- 
sonal education, the quickening. of 
the powers that are inherent in our 
jatar is the way by which we live, 
and the measure of our spiritual de- 

velopment will determine for us_ the 
abundance of life. 

We are able to understand the un-: 
seeir things of life by our experience 
of the material and visible, and be- 
lcause of this we have reason to be- 

'eve that Science, whose business it 
is to abserve all the processes of life, 
‘has an invaluable contribution to 
maké to religion when in “every sphere 
of thought, we may be able to discern 
an ever-present God.” 

The parable of the sower indicates 
that in the time of Jesus human nat- 
lure was very much as it is today. 
|Many were so absorbed in the ma- 
terial things of life that they failed 
to realize any greater world than that 
in which they were living. Many had 
such shallow ~ superficial characters 
that they were quickly’ enthused and 
}as quickly their enthusiasm waned. 
The lure of riches; the passion for 
pleasure and the worries of life pre- 
| vented people from enjoying the best 
in life. But after all there were many 
who constituted “good soil’ in which 
the word of truth produced an abun- 
dant harvest. Jesus did not despair 
of human nature and dared to believe 
that the rule of God was real in huin- 
an affairs. He did not regard spiritual 
things as the intrusion of something 
foreign to human life, but as embodied 
in the very nature of things. He saw 
the laws of God in constant operation. 
“The Kingdom of God is in the midst 
of you,” not elsewhere nor hereafter 
but here and now. ~ 

This faith of Jesus was not an en- 
tirely new thing in human history. 
Centuries before, the Prophet of the 
Exile, rising triumphant from the 
storm which had wrecked the nation, 
proclaimed the word of faith. “The 
word of our God endureth forever.” 
“My word shall not return unto me 
void; but it shall accomplish that 
which I please and it shall prosper in 
the thing whereto I sent it.” 

So Christianity was the awakening 
of the minds of men to the reality of 
God’s presence in the world. The 
course of human affairs went on, with-

was already in the process. Prophet 
eyes could see “the glory gaining slow- 
ly on the shade” and to the minds of 
the early Christians a new world ap- 
peared. “Old things passed away, and 
all things became new.” 

The principle of evotution is clearly 
set forth in this parable of Jesus. Man 
has his part to play in sowing the 
seed and in providing for favorable 
conditions of growth. We,may reas- 
onably infer also that with efficient 
measures of cultivation, the shallow 
soil may be deepened and barren earth 
enriched. But all this is only a meas- 
ure of co-operation with nature upon 
man’s part. The life-giving power Is 
of God and quite apart from man’s 
knowledge or volition the life process- 
es go on. 

It is well that men should come to 
feel something of the burden of the 
eternal, Lut it is not a healthy thing 
‘for us to take ourselves too seriously. 
‘Back, of all our enthusiasms must be 
the conviction that there is a power 
!m the world making for righteousness. 
: Religion, in whatever form it comes, 
will save us from unreasoning hopes 
on one hand and on the other hand 
from the hopelessness of disappoint- 
‘ment and the spirit of pessimism which 
iso frequently settles down upon Us. 
In christianity truly we have “optim- 
ism without frivolity and seriousness 
wthout despair.”

DANGER FROM NEW 


- DISEASES OF WHEAT 


(Experimental Farms Note) 

Aside from rust. and smut, Canadian 
wheat crops have been found ‘remark- 
ably free from destructive plant dis- 
eases. i Recently, however, there 
have been discovered..in the U.S.A. 
two new diseases, “Flag smut” .and 


“Take all’ about. the presence of }* 


which there has been felt consider- 
able alarm. Now up to the time of 
writing, Canada has not. been invadad 
by elther of these new troubles. But 
growers should be: ever on the look- 
out for these and any other obscure 
trouble with which their practice has 
not made them thoroughly familiar. 
“Plag smut,” so called because the 
smut occurs on the flags or leaves of 
wheat, is easily récognized by the 


long streaks of smutty stripes run-|, 


ning along the leaves. The affected 
plants also show ‘a peculiar tangled 
and twisted appearance as ifthe leay- 
es. were wound -around the stem. Any 
suspicious plant should be sent tothe 
Division of Botany, Experimental 
Farm, Ottawa. i 
“Take all,” as the name implies, tak- 
es all ‘and is probably. the most seri- 
ous wheat disease known with the ex- 
ception of rust. ‘In certain countries, 
indeed, it is the more serious, as is 
emphatically claimed by the practi- 
cal grower as well as the scientific ob- 
server. The recognition in the field 
is not difficult. “Take all’ is a root 
disease spreading from below up the 
stem for about 1 to 2 inches, discol- 
ouring the stem dark brown. The 
affected plants may be pulled very 
easily, their anchorage in the ground 
is very loose as compared to a sound 
plant. The affected plants turn yel- 
low and finally die, taking straw and 


all. Both diseases are ‘most likely 
conveyed by infected seed grain, hence 


it is most important to “nip these 
diseases in the bud” and report all 
suspicious cases at once. The use of 
foreign wheats for seed is cautioned 
against; particularly wheat from Aus- 
tralia is under suspicion.

Owing to Lateness of Season But One-

Ottawa, July 23.—The federal and 
provincial governments’ will ‘ spend 
$5,000,000 this year on improvements 
to the roads of Canada, the Dominion 
grants amounting to $2,000,000 and 
the provinces expending $3,000.000. 
The total Dominion grant for road 
improvement is $20,000,000. The out- 
lay this year is smaller than will be 
the case in subsequent years. This 
is the first year in which the grant 
has been available, and because- of 
the time fecessary for preparing plans 
the season will be well advanced be- 
fore a large expenditure can be made. 

Under the improvement scheme gen- 
eral plans have to be filed by the 
o' provinces before the federal grant is 
available. Every province has now 
complied with this requirement. De- 
tajled plans for expenditure by the 
provinces also. have to be ‘Approved - 
by the Dominion and in several in- | 
stances this has been already done. 
so that work can go on at once. In’ 
the case of the- provincial grants the 
provirice may apply these funds as 
they see fit, but the federal grant of 
40 per cent. of the total cost is in- 
tended to be exclusively for main or 
trunk roads.

BRITISH SETTLERS © 
COMING TO CANADA 


Six Hundred Hand Picked Immigrants 
Forming the Vanguard. 


Ottawa, Ont., July 22—That Cana- 
da is looked upon as the land of 
promise by the:people of the British 
Isles, and that we are on the eve of 
the greatest period of immigration 
from that quarter in our history, is 
the message which W. E. Scott and 
Russell Wilson have brought back 
with them after six months spent in 
the old country selecting immigrants 
under the plan of the Soldiers’ Set- 
tlement Board. Mr. Scott was former- 
ly deputy minister of agriculture in 
British Columbia, and Mr. Wilson 
has all his life been engaged in farm- 
ing and pioneering in Saskatchewan. 

They were sent over to the old 
country last December to examine 
and select applicants to settle under 
the plan of the Soldiers’ Settlement 
Board in different parts of Canada. 
Asanimmediate result oftheir work 
six hundred hand-picked settlers, all 
well suited by experience, natural 
ability and means, will be added to 
the farming population of Canada. 
They are the first of an influx which 
will be limited only by transportation 
facilities. 

The requirements insisted on in 
choosing these immigrants were that 
they should be men who had seen ac- 
tive service; that they should be thor- 
oughly qualified for life in Canada, 
and that they should have capital of 
not less than one thousand dollars. 
The Imperial government pays their 
ocean transportation. 

The destination of the settlers has 
been left to themselves. The majority 
of them will be pretty evenly distri- 
buted between British Columbia, Sas- 
eckatchewan, and Alberta, with a few 
for the Maritime Provinces. 

In the case of some of those who 
seem specially well qualified, but had 
not the complete amount required, 
help has been given by the national 
fund raised by private subscription 
for assisting immigration.

Alfred P. Thom, general counsel of 
the association of railway executives, 
1explained that the $26,000,000 addition 
was figured on the basis of overtime 
allowance provided in the award.

OIL WILL SUPPLY 
WORLD FOR CENTURIES 


Ottawa, July 22——Proposals are al- 
ready on foot, it is said, for the reduc- 
tion of tar sands, known to exist by 
billions of tons along the Athabasca 
river in Alberta. From the sands it 
is estimated that huge quantities of 
gasoline, kerosene, naphtha, batumn, 
tar, lubricating and fuel oils can be 
secured. In 1913, Dr. Bosworth, of 
the imperial oil research laboratories, 
estimated that there would be suffi- 
cient oils obtained from the Athabasca 
tar sands to supply the entire world 
demand for hundreds of years. By 
an order-in-council gazetted last week, 
the lands containing these sands were 
withdrawn from sale, settlement or 
other disposal, thus leaving them free 
for development.
